Lyle proposal at its next regular ses- 
sion. scheduled for 3 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon, April 29, according to 
Councilman Claude L. Barnwell, 
chairman. 

The Lyle paper in brief changes 
the fiscal year from June 30 to Jan- 
uary 1 of each year; divides tax 
payments into 12 equal installments 
instead of into quarterly payments as 
at present, and provides that taxes 
shall fall due January 1 of each year 
instead of in May. 

Text of the Lyle measure follow: : 

“Whereas, the present system of 
assessment and levy of taxes in thp 
city of Atlanta provides for the pay- 
ment thereof in three installments, 
and 

“Whereas, if said payments were 
divided into 12 installments, payable 
monthly, it would greatly relieve the 
deficit in the treasury of the city at 
the beginning of each year and also 
make it easier for the people to pay 
their taxes; 

“Therefore be it resolyed by the 
mayor and general council as follows: 

“1. That the fiscal year of the 
city of Atlanta be changed from June 
30 to January 1 of each year. . 

“) That the present plan of re- 
turn of property for taxation shall be 
moved up six months, that is, the tax 
assessors shall open their books six 
months priog to the present time and 
make assessments of all property, as 
| now made, and have their assessments 
‘therefor prepared and in form prior 
‘to January of*the year following. i 
| “3 That the lien of the city of 
| 


Atlanta for taxes shall be asserted 
as of the first of January and the 
amount of taxes assessed upon prop- 
erty returned, as herein provided, 
shall be divided into twelve equal 
parts, payable on the 15th of each 
month during the year, provided any 
party desiring to pay all of his taxes 
will be entitled to a discount of two 
(2) per cent, thereof, and this shall 
extend to any proportionate part of 
such taxes paid during the year. 

“4. That this general scheme be 
referred to the committee on charter 
revision for its consideration with the 
request that they work out a plan by 
which this may be put into force and 
charter amended accordingly.” 

When the tax committee passes on 
the Lyle measure, it will be sent to 
the charter revision committee as leg- 
islative sanction is a condition prece- 
dent to placing its provisions into ef- 
fect. 


No More ‘Free Board’ 
At Jail, Rules Council

Answers Divided. 


The answer to the question, what 
will the dry democrats do, divides it- 
self in two. What will they do in 
what effort will they 
make to prevent the pariy from go- 
ing wet?

To consider the second question 
first, the dry democrats, after and if 
the party has gone wet, can either 
(a) form, or unite with others in 
forming, a third party; or (b) vote 
the republican ticket, assuming the 
republican party is dry, or at least 
more dry than the democrats; or (c) 
confine their protest to remaining 


As to these three possible courses, 
the first, the forming of a third party, 
does not present any present evidence 
of coming to fruit. The very idea of 
a third party seems to inspire reluc- 
tance, disavowal, among those who 
might normally be most expected to 
form it. Not only do the southern 
drys seem reluctant to form a third 
party.

Norman Thomas, editors of ‘‘The

unemployment, not now being cared 
for adequately by any agency.” 

Scarcely anything more appalling 
has been proposed among all the 
nostrums advanced to cure the pre- 
vailing economic depressions of the 
country. The last congress deliber- 
ately and recklessly ran the national 
treasury into a deficit that may well 
run to a billion of dollars before the 
new congress is due in December. 
The petitioners tell the president 
that “the loss of wages and salaries 
from unemployment last year 
amounted to about $9,000,000,000.” 
Presumably it is that amount, or 
much more, that they now would 
expect congress ‘‘to appropriate as 
adequate funds’ to meet the re- 
quirements they enumerate. 

But where would congress get 
those billions, and how? There 
seems only two ways—taxation in- 
creased enough to produce them, or 
a long term bond issue, increasing 
the public debt for the present and 
future generations to carry and pay.

STAND UP AND CHEER. 


One day last week we tried earn- 
estly to tell you what to do when 


caught in a draft, but we got into a 
little argument about ventilation and 
drafts and the available tests for de- 
termining the authenticity or genuine- 
ness of alleged bell rang and the day 
was over, with nothing but a lot of 
egotism and invective to show for it. 
Now today, by gravy, I’m going to 
make certain that everybody shall 
know precisely what to do whenever 
he detects or even suspects a draft 
coming at him, and the best way I 
know to make certain of getting a mes- 
sage over to the casual reader is to 


print it in the headlines, so there's 
your cue, folks, right up above. Makes 
no difference whether you happen to 
be at the theater, in the office, at 
church or at home; whenever you feel 
a draft approaching, take my advice— 
stand up and give three cheers. Or if 
you prefer, rise and exclaim “Here's 
to good health!” 

Honestly, I mean this. If the draft 
is not disagreeable to you it is really 
healthful. Of course if it is physical- 
ly (not just mentally) annoying or un- 
comfortable, you're a plumb idiot to 
endure it if you can conveniently 
avoid it; the simplest way to avoid 
any real discomfort from a draft is 
to put on more clothes, covers or heat; 
or else move out of it. Even if you’re 
caught there and compelled for a time 
to endure it, don’t worry. As long as 
you escape frostbite or chilblains there 
is absolutely nothing dangerous about 
your plight. _ 

If you are not too old and “sot” in 
your views you ought to be able to 
derive some little satisfaction frpm 
the thought that, if the draft is a cur- 
rent of air blowing in from outdoors, 
it probably conveys the ultraviolet in- 
fluence of sunlight, which produces 
tanning of the skin, is conducive and 
essential to the development of natu- 
ral immunity against respiratory in- 
fections. That much we know. That 
is why children with tuberculosis are 
given sun baths and just diffuse day- 
light air baths in the winter time and 
in the coldest weather. I believe, 
though I cannot say as an establish- 
ed scientific fact, that this healthful 
ultraviolet influence, whatever it may 
be, is carried in “fresh” air, air which 
has been subjected to the light of the 
sun, direct or just diffuse daylight. 

It seems to me, and I may be stark 
mad—people who really are insane 
rarely recognize their own irrational- 
ity, whereas people who fear they're 
going insane rarely do so—I may be a 
perfect nut about this and other health 
questions, but in my cheerful lunacy 
it is not at all difficult to be indif- 
ferent or positively glad when one is 
caught in a draft, if one is convinced 
there is nothing dangerous in moder- 
ately moving air and especially when 
one cherishes this silly notion that the 
impingement of. the air molecules 
upon one's carcass helps to develop 
one’s immunity against whatever res- 
piratory infections one’s neighbors 
may be distributing at the moment. 
At the foretront of the mob stamped- 
ing to escape the draft are sure to be 
the scoundrels who purport to “take 
cold easily” or to have a “slight eold”’ 
already. Sit tight, you lucky stiff. 
What better isolation could you de- 
sire ?

A proposal to create one govern- 
ment to administer all territory of 
DeKalb and Fulton counties—provid-

The measure was offered by Coun- 
cilman George B. Lyle, of the eleventh 
ward, and is one of the most far-reach- 
ing @Measures ever presented in the 
council of Atlanta. He proposes to 
extend the jurisdiction of Atlanta to 
include all the territory involved and 
would establish one of the largest 
cities in area in the entire United 
states. 

Under the resolution, the Fulton 
delegation is empowered to call a 
meeting of representatives from De- 
Kalb and members of the present 
grand jury from Fulton and the last 
grand jury from DeKalb to consider 
the feasibility of the plan and to urge 
its passage in the general assembly 
this summer.

“1, That the general assembly of 
Georgif, at its next session, be and 
it is hereby requested to pass a law 
or laws whereby the counties of Ful- 
ton and DeKalb may be merged into 
one county, and furthermore provid- 
ing that said county, when so creat- 
ed, will be under one general govern- 
ment, and the present system of sep- 
arate governinents by which the coun- 
ties and cities are separately govern- 
ed, so far as said new county is con- 
cerned, be removed, and the govern- 
ment of said new county to take over 
all properties of both counties and cll 
cities therein and the charters of all 
cities in said new county shall be re- 
pealed and the control of properties, 
improvements and taxation shall be 
vested in the new county so created. 

“2. That prior to said meeting the 
representatives of Fulton county to- 
gether with the representatives of 
DeKalb county shall call a conference 
of the grand jurors of Fulton and De- 
Kalb counties to consider the proposed 
merger. 

“Inasmuch as the superior court of 
DeKalb county is not now in session, 
the last grand jury shall be called 
in to consider the proposed merger 
in connection with the present rrand 
jury of Fulton county. 

“2 That copies of this resolution 
be forwarded to the representatives 
of Fulton and DeKalb county and to 
the foreman of the grand jury of 
Fulton county and the foreman of the 
last grand jury in DeKalb county. 

“4. That the results of said meet- 
ing and recommendations therein made

ment was urged tonight by Vice Presi- 


dent Curtis. 

Addressing the annual convention of | 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- | 
tion, the vice president also advocated | 
deportation of alien criminals and | 
racketeers and tightening up of < res- 
ent Lnmigration laws. 

The vice president spoke after the 
delegates had bcen welcomed to Wash- 
ington by Mrs. Herbert Hoover: The 
first lady voiced hope for a success- 
ful session and expressed regret she 
could remain only a short time. 

A little later Mrs. Lowell F. Ho- 
bart, president general of the organi- 
zation, advocated that the American

sia, adding communist leaders have 
taken advantage of unemployment and 
reaped rich rewards in membership. 

Vice President Curtis told the con- 
vention the sooner undesirable aliens 
are deported ‘‘the better it will be for 
our country.” 

Reg ores of aliens, the vice presi- 
dent said, uld be helpful to the la- 
bor Aécounthowat and to all seeking citi- 
zenship. 

Now, he added, when they once 
reach this country “they are free to 
travel from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and from the gulf to the Great Lakes 
withouf molestation.” 

Curtis commended the _ patriotie 
ideals of the organization and con- 
gratulated its members on “success- 
ful efforts to build up the existing sen- 
timent for adequate preparedneess.” 

“In this country we do not believe 
in a large standing army nor do we 
believe in maintaining too large a 
navy, but we do want ‘both army and 
navy to be fully adequate for the na- 
tional defense,” he said.

Arthur Meyers’ Sentence 


To. Hang Upheld; Bur- 
leigh Adams Loses Plea. 


Although the electric chair in Geor- 
gia is seven years old, there will be 


one more hanging in the state unless 


there is executive interference. The 
United States supreme court in a de- 
cision handed down Monday dismiss- 
ed an appeal of Arthur Meyers, Auv- 


gusta negro, convicted in 1927 of the 
murder of R. F. Gunn in Richmond 
county. 

The highest court on Monday also 
dismissed the case carried up by Bur- 
wigh Adams, convicted of killing Wal- 
tes R. Tolbert, Columbia county pro; 
hibRion agent, on February 22, 1928S. 
The validity of the law establishing 
the electric chair was. upheld by the 
court. 

Meyers’ appeal to the United States 
supreme court was based on a con- 
tention that he had been convicted 
after the passage of the law provid- 
ing electrocution in the enforcement 
of the deatlf penalty. Meyers, an 
Augusta negro, was indicted for kill- 
ing a railroad .switchman in 1924, 
before the electrocution law went into 
effect. It was three years after the 
crime when he was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged, the court 
holding that the death penalty should 
be administered as provided at the 
time of the killing. 

Conviction of Burley Adams was 
upheld by the state supreme court 
but just prior to the date set for 
his electrocution he instituted habeas 
corpus proceedings before Judge James 
B. Park, of the Ocmulgee circuit, rais- 
ing—for the first time—constitutional 
questions about the state’s electrocu- 
tion law. The state supreme court 
held that failure to attack the law at

U. 8. SUPREME C¢ COURT DENIES 
BURLEY ADAMS TRIAL PLEA 
WASHINGTON, April 20.—(4)— 

The supreme court Monday dismissed 


two cases from Georgia in which the 
appellants challenged the validity of 
their death sentences. 

One of the cases was brought by 
Burley Adams, convicted of killing 
Walter R. olbert, a prohibition 
agent, in Columbia county, Georgia, 
on February 22, 1928. Adams attack- 
ed the validity of his sentence to die 
by electrocution at Milledgeville, Ga. 
Adams, twice convicted of the slaying 
of the prohibition officer, who was 
fatally wounded while riding from 
the scene of a liquor raid, contended 
the state law prescribed that execu- 
tions can be performed only by the 
county sheriff. This was required 
under the execution law when hanging 
was the penalty. 

The other case was that of Arthur 
Meyers, convicted of the murder of 
R. F. Gunn and held in the Rich- 
mond county jail, at Augusta, Ga., to 
be executed by hanging. Meyers chal- 
lenged the validity of his sentence on 
the ground that he was convicted after 
passage of the law providing for elec- 
trocution in the enforcement of the 
death penalty. 

In both cases, the supreme court 
held the cases presented no substan- 
tial federal question. 

The Georgiu supreme court pre- 
viously had held there was no merit 
in Adams’ appeal and Governor Hari- 
man, of Georgia, had declined to in- | 
terfere, 

Meyers, a negro, was convicted of 
slaying Gunn, a railroad detectie 
who had removed the negro from a 
train. He was indicted but escaped 
and was a fugitive four years. Mean- 
while the electrocution act was pass- 
ed, Attorneys contended he could not 
be electrocuted since the electrocu- 
tion act was not in force at the time 
of the slaying, and that he could not 
be hanged because the electrocution 
act repealed the hanging law. The 
trial judge sentenced him to hang 
under a provision of the electrocution 
act that preserved the hanging law 
for slayers convicted before the elec- 
trocution act became effé€tive. 


CONFESSION OBTAINED 
UNDER DURESS, IS CLAIM 

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 20.—(/)— 
Burley Adams, who lost a plea for 
his life in the United States supreme 
court Monday contended a confession 
he made that he slew Walter Tol- 
bert, a prohibition agent, was obtain- 
ed under duress. 

He has been convicted twice of the 
slaying. Sentenced to die October 11, 
1930, his attorneys secured a_ stay | 
by attacking the constitutionality of 
the state electrocution law. had 
been moved to the state prison farm 
at MilledgevHle where the sentence 
was to be carried out when his attor- 
neys obtained a respite. 


The governor had previously declin- | 


ed to interfere and the supreme court 
held there was n- merit in Adams’ 
appeal. The defense attorneys con- 
tended that the state law prescribed 
that executions can be performed only 
by county sheriffs, as was required 
under the execution law when hang- 
ing was the penalty.
